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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to disclose, either singly or in combination, with respect to 
claims 13 and 15, a manual method and apparatus for entering information into a 
computer manually comprising a manually operated light source generating a narrow 
and collimated direction light beam, means for directing the light beam selectively by 
hand at photodetectors to generate signals in a desired sequence; circuitry that collects 
and processes the signals and transmit the result to the computer without any delay or 
extra switches for selection of the signal and a dedicated photodetector that serves as 
a lock switch and an operation logic for achieving the effect of simultaneous validity of 
the signals from more than one said photodetectors in any number; with respect to 
claim 18 a manual method for determining the direction and distance of a desired 
movement of a cursor on a display device of a computer comprising providing a receiver 
comprising a collection of photodetectors that are arranged centrifugally in geometry; 
providing a means for processing the signals resulted from the light beam hitting uupon 
the photodetectors and convert the signals into information of the direction and distance 
of a desired movement of the cursor on the display device, and providing means for 
transmitting the information of the desired movement to the computer without any 
predetermined delay in time or any extra mechanism for selection of the signal.
